District C ourtroom Packed by W ise C ounty C itizens to Hear E loq u en t G entlem an T alk 


Not since the Hon. Cone Johnson 
spoke here in his memorable guber­ 
natorial campaign has such a crowd 
of W ise county citizens gathered to 
' hear acuity ic address as greeted Con­ 
gressman Morris Sheppard last W ed­ 
nesday afternoon when be arose in 
the district court room to deliver his 
claim for election to the UnitedStates 
Senatorship to succeed Senator Jo­ 
seph W. Bailey. 
The room, corri­ 
dors leading to the room and win­ 
dows were packed with representa­ 
tive citizens from all parts of the 
county. 
Numerous ladies were in the 
throng, several coming from nearby 
communities to hear the eloquent rep­ 
resentative of the first congressional 
district in congress. 
That his heal ­ 
ers were well pleased with the speech 
is stating the truth m ildly, indeed, 
and when Mr. Sheppard concluded a 
storm of applause greeted him and 


hundreds crowded about the stand to 
extend congratulations. 
Rev. J. L. 
W ard, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Decatur, in presenting Mr. 
Sheppard, paid a splendid tribute to 
the man as a citizen and public ser­ 
vant, laying stress upon the clean and 
moral life and Chrisman attributes of 
the man. 
When Mr. Sheppard arose 
a roaring volume of applause greeted 
him, men cheering and ladies clap­ 
ping their hands and waving dainty 
handkerchiefs. 
The speaker thanked 
Rev. Ward for the nice things said 
about him, and after paying his re­ 
spects to the ladies for the honor paid 
Hi in by decorating tile room for the 
occasion of the speaking, he took up 
the discussion of the issues of his 
campaign for Senator. 
He severely 
criticised the use of large funds in 
campaigns for public office and said 
were Ii* a member of the United States 


senate at this time he would vote for 
theexpulsion of Lorimer. “ Some men 
have expended more money in secur­ 
ing office in this state than the salary 
of the office would amount to ,” stated 
Mr. Sheppard. 
“ I decided when I 
entered this campaign to conduct it 
economically and I have not employed 
any manager to run it for m e.” 
Col. 
Jake W olters and Col. Choice B. 
Randell, the “ twin colo n els,’* as the 
speaker called them, were branded as 
tools of the liquor interests of the 
state and enemies of the plain people, 
and when he said, “ I would rather be 
a good man than a great m an ,” the 
crowd cheered loudly. 
The speaker said Hie Houston con­ 
vention had acted wisely in its delib­ 
eration and particularly compliment­ 
ed its stand in regard to Hie tariff 
question and the 
initiative, referen­ 
dum and recall. 
“ The reason C o l ­ 


o n e l Jacob W olters is opposed to 
the initiative, referendum and recall 
ballot is because the greasers in the 
lower Rio Grande country will expe­ 
rience trouble in voting it,” contin­ 
ued the speaker. A ballot of the-New 
York primary election was exhibited, 
which was several feet longer than the 
ticket exhibited by Mr. W olters dur­ 
ing his speech here the other clay. 
“ Now, are you going to condemn the 
primary election law' simply because 
the tickets are of that length?” 
The 
questions voted on in these primaries 
are studied months before the electien 
by the citizens of New York, printed 
copies being sent out to the people, 
and when I he time comes for a vote 
upon the questions Hie people are fa­ 
m iliar with their wants and the ballot 
is handled hurriedly and orderly. 
Mr. Sheppard paid his respects to 
his opponent. Mr. Wolters. in some 


vigorous language when he stated 
that he (Sheppard) was practising 
law in the court house and in his law 
office, W olters was practicing in the 
lobby of the Brisken hotel and halls 
of the state capitol. 
In refusing to 
make public how he expended the 
liquor interests’ campaign fund, Mr. 
W olters violated one of the most sa ­ 
cred principles of the national democ­ 
racy, which specifically states that 
the party holds for publicity of all 
funds used in the conduct of cam ­ 
paigns, “ and, yet, this agent of the 
breweries and bar-room s has the tem­ 
erity and brazen effrontery to claim 
to be a democrat and flaunt his teach 
ing in the face of honest citizens of 
tins state.” said Mr. Sheppard. 
He 
denied Randell vs charge that tile s p ir­ 
it of Senator Bailey was behind ids 
campaign, “ and I have never Teethed 
a handsome gold watch from the li­ 


al 
quor interests of my congressiona 
district for services rendered their 
cause; can C o l o n e l Randell say as 
much? 
I think n ot,” continued Mr. 
Sheppard. 
He stated that W olfer* 
had criticised him for not com ing to 
Texas and taking an active part in 
the slate pro campaign. 
The speaker 
said that ids duties in W ashington as 
chairman of one of the most impor­ 
tant committees prevented him from 
conducting a personal cam paign in 
the interest of prohibition, but more 
than one hundred thousand copies of 
, his letter condemning the anti cause 
had been used by the state pro com- 
! udttee. 
Closing his address, Mr. Sheppard 
j paid a glowing tribute to tho ladies 
I and to the confederate soldier. 
He 
said Robert K Lee, in his opinion, 
was tile grandest and truest man the 
country had produced. 
A committee 
from Bridgeport escorted the sena­ 
torial candidate to that town after his 
address here, where he spoke thai 
night.

W e attribute this to the vigilant en 
forcement of the local option law bi­ 
ttie officers of the county. 
We find the local option law is vio­ 
lated less than any other law on the 
statutes.

We desire to compliment Mr. Rat­ 
liff, who retires as County Attorney 
after this term of the district court, 
for his faithful efforts in ridding our 
county of crime, and congratulate the 
county that we have had so fearless 
and capable an officer to rid us of our 
criminal element.

A fter a spell of dry 
weather 
the 
streets in london, paved with wood 
and asphalt, become polished to a 
very high degree, and the sheen upon 
Victoria street and 
Piccadilly, and 
some other roads, is so rem arkable 
th a t at night they shine almost like 
ice in the glare of the lamps. 
If an unused section be observed 
over which motor cars do not run, no 
polish will be seen. but in the middle 
of the street, the 
surface, 
though, 
curiously enough, not slippery in its 
dry state, is polished like the floor of 
a ballroom, the natural effect, when 
one comes to think of it, of rubber 
and steel in justapoaition, 
and 
the 
.slight but continual slipping of wheels 
over a surface of haid wood. 
One ef 
feet of this polish is to make it im- 
pc^sible for any light or loose m atter 
to rest upon it when there Is any 
wind at all. 
The center of our streets has be­ 
com e marvelously clean, and all the 
horse refuse is blown into the gutters 
near the pavement, which, being often 
flushed with a trickle of water, col­ 
lects most of this light and dangerous 
detritus 
which would otherwise 
be 
blown 
further 
afield. 
I had often 
w ritten of the Ebony Way down the 
Champs Elysees in Paris. 
We have 
now in London many ebony ways, but 
not being given as a nation to so 
much overlubrication as 
our 
Gallic 
neighbors, our roads are not so black 
owing to dripping oil on the surface. 
The surface of our streets is becom­ 
ing more like polished ivory than pol­ 
ished ebony. 
The effect of the road board and 
its grants is already to be seen all 
over England, in regard to the m ak­ 
ing of m ain 'ro a d s dustless. 
An im­ 
m ense increase in 
the 
mileage 
of 
tarred roads is observable in nearly 
all the counties. 
Kent, which had the honorable dis­ 
tinction of being the first to tar al­ 
m ost all its main roads, is renewing 
this process wherever necessary, and 
all around the south coast, up through 
the western midlands, and even right 
away 
to 
the 
north, 
an 
Immense 
amount of tarring has been done ct 
late, assisted as it has been by this 
wonderful spell of fine weather.

relief has already been very sensible 
to roadside dwellers and to usera of 
the highway alike.—T^ord Montague In 
The London Car.

silo has been filled a covering of two 
feet of straw is spread over it and
